Damodcir Valley, the 24th October 1961 

No. 34 — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 60 
of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (14 of 1948), 
the Corporation hereby rri^kes, with the previous sanc- 
tion of the Central Government, the following amend- 
ments to the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regu- 
lations published under the notification of the Damodar 
Valley Corporation No. 5 dated the 28th January 1957 
namely; — ■ ; , 

In the said Regulations, in Regulation 46 — (1) for clause 
(b) the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

' “(b) The rates of daily allowance for each continuous 

halt on tour ip excess of 10 days in any one place shall he 
as follows: — ' 

(i) full rate, for the first 10 days; 

(ii) three-fourth of the full rate, for the next 20 days; 

and 

(iii) one half of the full rate, thereafter", 

(2) for the existing Note the following Notes shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

‘‘Note 1 — A halt on tour shall be treated as continuous 
for purposes of (b) above unless terminated by an 
absence on duty at a distance from the halting place 
exceeding five miles for a period of not less than three 
nights. 

Note 2 — In calculating the duration of a halt, any day 
on which the employee travels or halts at a distance from 
the halting place exceeding five miles shall be excluded. 
On such a day the employee may draw daily allowance, 
or exchange it for mileage allowance, if admissible"’.

MENDMENTS TO LIFE INSURANCE CORPORATION 
REGULATIONS 1959 

NOTIFICATION 

The following amendments to Life Insurance Corporation 
Regulations, 1959, were approved by the Central Govern- 
ment on 29th June 1961 and are notified as under: — 

(1) Regulation 38 (i) — The following has been added to 
he Regulation 38(i) at the end: 

“The Managing Directors may delegate any of the 
authorities aforesaid to any officer of the Central 
Office”. 

(2) Regulation. 42 (mi)(a> — This Regulation has been 
■ltered to read as under: 

“Fee of Rs. 50/- for attending each meeting.” 
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(3) Regulation 42 (viz)(c) — This Regulation has been 
altered to read as under: 

“Daily allowance for halts on duty at the rate of Rs. 30/- 
per day”. 

(4) Regulation 43 (u)(a) — This Regulation has been 
altered to read as under: 

“Fee of Rs. 50/- for attending each meeting”. 

(5) Regulation 43 (i?)(c)— 1 This Regulation has been 
altered to read as under: 


“Daily allowance for halts on duty at the rate of Rs. 30/- 
per day”. 

(6) The following new Regulation 43A has been added. 
Regulation 43A — 

(i) The Members of the Employees and Agents Relations 
Committee constituted under sub-section (3) of section 22 
of the Life Insurance Corporation Act for each Zonal Office 
shall be nominated by the Corporation as provided under 
Rule 14 of the Life Insurance Corporation Rules, 1956. 'Hie 
term of office of the members of the Employees and Agents 
Relations Committee shall be as laid down in Rule 15 of 
the Life Insurance Corporation Rules, 1956. Any casual 
vacancies in Employees and Agents Relations Committee 
shall be filled as provided in Rule 16 of the Life Insurance 
Corporation Rules, 1956. 


(ii) Each Employees and Agents Relations Committee 
shall consist of 12 members of whom six shall be Corpora- 
tion’s representatives drawn from officers belonging to 
Class I and the remaining shall be the representatives of 
employees and agents consisting of one from employees 
belonging to Class II, three from employees belonging to 
Classes III and IV and two from agents. The Chairman of 
the Committee shall be an officer of the rank of Dy. Zonal 
Manager or Senior Divisional Manager. 

(iii) The Committee shall meet at such place and time as 
may be decided from time to time by the Chairman of the 
Committee but there shall be not less than two meetings 
in each calendar year. 


(iv) A meeting of the committee shall also be called if 
there be a requisition signed by not less than five members. 


(v) Not less than 15 days notice of each meeting shall be 
given to the members. If it shall become necessary to con- 
vene an emergency meeting, sufficient notice shall be 
given to every member in order to enable him to attend 
Any accidental omission to give any such notice to any of 
the members shall not invalidate any resolution passed at 
such meeting. 


(vi) (a) The Employees and Agents Relations Committee 
shall advise the Zonal Manager on matters relating to the 
welfare of the employees and agents of the Corporation 
and/ or which are likely to promote amity and good rela- 
tions between them and the Corporation and which fall 
within the scope of his authority 
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(b) It shall not be competent for the Committee to 
review and discuss matters which relate to individual 
grievances of employees or agents or field officers of the 

Corporation. 

(c) In case of difference of opinion as to whether or not 
any matter sought to be raised at a meeting of the Com- 
mlttee falls within the scope and/or functions of the Com- 
mittee's work, the decision of the Chairman shall be final. 

(d) Any recommendations of the Committee not acted 
upon by the Zonal Manager shall be reported back to the 
Committee as soon as possible. 

(vii) No business shall he transacted at any meeting of 
the Committee unless there is present a quorum of not less 
than five of whom at least two shall be representatives of 
the employees and agents. 

(viii) If within half an hour from the time appointed for 
holding any meeting the quorum is not present, the meet- 
ing shall stand adjourned to a time date and place to be 
decided by the Chairman which should be within a week 
of such meeting, 

(ix) If at the adjourned meeting also the quorum is not 
present within half an- hour from the time appointed for 
holding the meeting the members present shall be the 
quorum. 

(x) The agenda for a meeting shall be circulated to all the 
members at least a week prior to the date of the meeting. 
Any accidental omission to circulate the agenda to any 
member shall not invalidate any resolution passed at such 
meeting. 

(xi) The Chairman may with the consent of the meeting 
adjourn the same from time to time. Without the consent 
of the Chairman no business other than that which is in- 
cluded in the agenda shall be transacted at any adjourned 
meeting. 

(xii) All matters submitted to the meeting shall be decid- 
ed by a majority of members present and voting and in 
case of equality of votes the Chairman shall have a casting 
vote in addition to the vote to which he may be entitled 
as a member. 

(xiii) (a) A member shall be disqualified for being nomi- 
nated or continuing to be a member of an Employees and 
Agents Relations Committee on cessation of service with or 
discontinuance of agency of the Corporation as the case may 
be, for any reason whatsoever. 

(b) Notwithstanding what is stated hereinabove, any 
representative of the employees and agents who fails to 
attend two consecutive meetings shall forfeit his member- 
ship, unless the Committee otherwise directs. 

(xiv) Members attending the meeting of the Employees 
and Agents Relations Committee shall be treated as on 
duty for the days of the meeting and the to and fro 
journeys and shall be eligible to the travelling and daily 
allowances as per the Rules of the Corporation applicable 
to them from time to time. 

(xv) The proceedings of each meeting of the Employees 
and Agents Relations Committee shall be forwarded by its 
Chairman to each member of the Committee as also to the 
Chairman of the Corporation.
